The New York Central’s Toronto Extension. 


Toxovro, Ontario, July 24.—For some time

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COOLEY AND THE RAILROADS. 


The report that Judge Cootzy of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission fs consid- 
ering the offer of an enormous salary to 
succeed ALBERT FINK fm the service of the 
railroads will lend a new pang to the 
disappointment with which the public has 
watched the course of that Commission. 

That it has not vigorously enforced the 
law it was appointed to administer with- 
out fear or favor; that it has stretched its 
authority to suspend or postpone im- 
portant provisions ofthe law at the re- 
quest of the railroads, and that 
the reasons assigned for this course 
were nearly always more satisfac- 
tory to the beneficiaries of rail- 
road monopoly than to the general 
public, are well-known facts. And yet, 
even after the Commission’s course had 
apparently won for Commissioner WALKER 
a transfer to railroad service at a great 
salary, public confidence in the Roman 
integrity of Judge CooLny still encour- 
aged the hope that the Commission would 
in the end vindicate its indulgent course 
by gradually tightening its rein. 

But should Judge Coorry confirm this 
report about his negotiations for a place 
and a princely salary in the railroad 
service, a new and sinister light will be 
shed upon the whole record of the Com- 
mission and public confidence in any such 
agency for the regulation of railroads ac- 
cording to law will be utterly obliterated. 

When judges are transferred from the’ 
bench to railroad places in which their 
pay is quadrupied the suspicion arises 
that special services already rendered, as 
well as services to be rendered and the in- 
fluence of the example to others on the 
bench, are considered in the reward. 
When lawyers to whom a government 
salary of $6,000 a year is a big thing 
eagerly sought after, have to serve the 
government but a year or twoto earn 
railroad places worth five or ten times as 
much, the public service is shamefully 
scandalized, and it is nonsense to talk 
about popular confidence where a public 
trust exposes a man to these railroad 
temptations. 

The number of our judges and the in- 
tegrity of the Supreme Court alone have 
saved public justice as a whole from the 
scandal of several railroad promotions 
from the bench. But the Interstate Com- 
mission is a small body easily provided 
for, and if Judge Cootey falls as WALKER 
did we cannot too soon abolish it as a 
mere step-stone to railroad favors, a 
mere landing net for lawyers angling for 
the most lucrative railroad preferments.

THE New York WORLD charges that the 
Western Union Telegraph Co. entered 
into a conspiracy with certain press agents 
in New Orleans and elsewhere to defeat 
the efforts of enterprising newspapers to 
get the first news of the Sullivan-Kilrain 
fight; that it instructed its agents to dis- 
criminate in favor of certain press agents 
and to refuse to send dispatches filed by 
others. even going so far as to cut Western 
Union wires and kill private wires in the 
effort to defeat the enterprise of those who 
were trying to getahead of the favored 
news agents. It is as oneof the chief 
stockholders of the favored Associated 
Press thatthe WORLD accuses the tele- 
graph monopoly of this outrageous usur- 
pation of authority and flagrant violation 
oflaw. Asthe Western Union is a com- 
mon carrier and should be subject to the 
same restraints as railroads with respect 
to discrimination, Congress can easily 
provide an effective remedy in the form 
ofan amendment to the interstate com- 
merce law. 


THE unanimous adoption of President 
J UDSON’S resolution promises a commend- 
able exercise of the School Board’s au- 
thority to regulate the method of holding 
elections for School Trustees. If there is 
any virtue in the Australian reform to 
make elections freer from improper in- 
fluence, it should be applied by all means 
toour city school elections. The com- 
mittee appointed to arrange a plan for its 
application to the coming school election 
has a fine opportunity to test the merits 
of the Australian system, and to exclude 
or hamper the operation of some im- 
proper influences that have often been 
scandalously apparent in our School 
Board elections.

THAT MULE-KILLING CURRENT, @ 


Danger to Life. 


Mr. T. E. Adams, electrician, assisting in 
the construction of the overhead wire on the 
St. Louis Railroad, discussing the accident in 
which a mule was Killed on Sunday morning 
by a current of electricity from a broken wire, 
as described at length in the Post-DIsPaATCcH 
yesterday, made the following interesting 
statement: 


The account hasin it some errors, and as 
the general public want facts, and in this case 
they can easily be had, allow me togive 
them. The reason the persons did not re- 
ceive ashock when they handled the fallen 
wire was because there was no current in it. 
In this system the line is double and is cut 
into sections by switches which gives great 
safety. Had the drWer of the electric car 
when he came to the break, not got horses to 
pull him past it, (which he could not have 
done had it been an entirely electric road), no 
trouble could have occurred. He did get 
pulled by, leaving both wire ends lying upon 
the ground, and the current en- 
deavoring to follow the car and traverse its 
eircuit bad to pass through the earth between 
the ends of the wireon the ground, a path of 
considerable resistance. When the mule came 
into contact with the wire it offered another 
path forthe current to escape from the wire 
to the earth. All the current would not go 
through the mule, but just what was propor- 
tionate to the resistance of these two paths. 
It is wellknown that a horse is kilied 7 a 
current not fataltoa healthy man, and this 
mule seems not to have stood it any better 
than a horse. 

Mr. John Lincoln was not the driver of the 
car, but the electrician in charge of the sys- 
tem, and fully knew the extent of risk he ran 
in bandling the wires. A baby on that car 
roof might have handled them with absolute 
gafety. Mr. Lincoln was shocked in this way: 
He tried to cut the wire and did make a notch 
in it, but could not sever it. He then grasped 
the wire with both hands and bent it back and 
forth, watching to see when a crack 
appeared; then he intended to remove one 
hand and complete the break with the other. 
Unexpectedly the wire broke between his 
hands, and he becamea part of the circuit, 
the entire current passing through his body 
from one hand to the other. 

Many people witnessed this, and also saw 
Mr. Lincoln place his footover the side of the 
car and jump tothe ground, but he did not 
fallonthe ground, neither was he carried 
anywhere, but walked to a telephone and 
ordered the current shut off at the power- 
He then returned to his work much 
less troubled about the incident than were 
the onlookers. A boy standing upon the 
damp ground go thold of the wire and re- 
ceived about the same proportion of current 
as didthe mule, He says he got enough, but 
he didn’t die. Mr. Lincoln got it all, and 
across the vital organs at that, but was as 
well as ever as soon as free from the wire. 
The shock did not make him stop work a 
minute. 

The current is a continuous one and many 
have been ‘‘kicked’’ by it, but * Mr. Lin- 
coin and Mr. Joseph Bruggeman have taken 
the most the system could give them. Mr. 
Bruggeman got his shock several weeks ago 
and received the current from the hands 
down through the body tothe feet. Neither 
claims to like it, but neither was injured, the 
sensation of pain being no worse from a pow- 
eriul current than from a very moderate one. 
It is clearly proven this current can shake up 
a man pretty well, but fortunately in one par- 
ticular, aman is tougher than a mule, and it 
don’t kill a man.

President Judson Introduces a Resolution 
Suggesting That the Committee on Rules 
andthe Attorney Consider the Matter 
and Report in September What Mr. Jud- 
son Has to Say About the Proposed 


Change. 


HERE is a strong prob- 
ability that the next 
election tor school di- 
rectors, which is to be 
held in October, will be 
held under the Austral- 
jan system of voting. 
The St. Louis School 
Board operates under a 
special charter and in 
this charter the right is 
given to the board to 
regulate the manner for 
holding elections for 
directors. Since the bill 
providing the adoption of the 
the Australian system of voting in State and 
county elections was passed by the Legis- 
lature and signed by the Governor, 
there has been a feeling that the 
School Board being a public corporation, 
even though deriving its authority from a 
special charter, ought to put itself in line 
with the law of the State in regard tothe 
method of holding its election. Mr. Freder- 
ick W. Judson, the President of the board, 
voiced this sentiment when at the meeting of 
the board last night he called Mr. Richardson 
to the chair and offered a resolution request- 
ing the Committee on Rules, with the attorney 
of the board, to prepare and submit to 
the board at ite regular Septem- 
ber meeting a plan to govern the 
election of members of the board under the 
Australian system. The resolution was 
adopted unanimously. The act specifically 
was not intended to apply to school elections 
or to any elections at which State or county 
officers were not to be voted for, but many of 
its features presented such needed reforms in 
tne holding of school elections, that its ap- 
plication to the St. Louis school elections was 
deemed most advisable by the School Board, 
and from the unanimity of the indorsement 
given President Judson’s resolution 
last might, it is safe to predict 


for 


that at the September meeting the Committee 


on Rules to which the question was referred 
will present an ungualified recommendation 
of the system. 

THE SYSTEM’S EFFECTS. 

Should the school elections be regulated by 
the Australian system in the future, the bal- 
lots for the elections according to the pro- 
visions ofthe act will be printed and distrib- 
uted at public cost and not by private expense 
as has been the case heretofore. Party nom- 


inations are provided for in the act, 
but there is another provision 
which would very likely cause such 


nominations to be discountenanced. The 
other method of making nominations pro- 
vided for, and which it is believed would re- 


tzult in the abandonment of the custom of 
making party nominations for School Board 
directors, is set forth clearly in section 7 of 
the act. The section is as follows: 

Ihe certificate of nomination of a candi- 
date selected otherwise than by a convention 
of delegates shall be signed by electors within 
the district or political division for which 
the candidate is presented to a number 
equal to I percent of the entire vote cast at 
the last preceding general election in the 
State or county or other division or district 
for which the nomination is made: Provided 
that the number of signatures so require 
shall not exceed 1,000 nor be less than fifty.’’ 

There is a further provision that when such 
nowinations are made in this manner the 
filed with 
the Secretary ofjthe board, who shall there- 
upon see to it that the name ot 
the candidate thus selected shall be placed 
upon the ballots. This is all that 
is required, and as will readily be seen the 
candidate is thus released from all expense 
and worry of getting out and looking after the 
distribution of his own tickets. 

PRESIDENT JUDSON TALES. 

President Judson when seen this morning 
in regard to the proposed change in the 
method of carrying on the school elections 
said: The unanimity of the board in au- 
thorizing the adoption of the new system was 
very gratifying. PersonallyI have been an 
earnest advocate of the new system and 
every one will see that it is em- 
inently adapted to school elections, where 
the office is wholly honorary, being with- 
compensation, and there has been great diffi- 
culty in inducing mento accept its grave re- 
sponsibilities. One great merit of the new 
system is thatthe entire expense of printing 
and distributing the ballots will be paid by the 
board, just asthe board now pays forthe 


judges and clerks of the election. Under the 
old system this expense was neces- 
sarily paid by the candidate or by 
others for him, and it is easy to see 


what scandal is brought upon the school man- 
agement when parties personally interested 
in the legislation of the board contributed to 
the election expenses of candidates. 

Is it true that you have suggested a modi- 
— of the system for the school elec- 

ions?’’ 

No. It bas been thought that a less ex- 
pensive machinery would answer the purpose 
ofthe board just as well, but no change in 
any of the essential features of the law is con- 
teinplated,’’ 

Would the expense of adopting the system 
be very great?’’ 

0, no; Ido not think so. The expense of 
Printing the ballots and providing for their 
distribution will not be large. Recorder WII- 
liams, I may say, has promised to render the 
board all the assistance in his power. 

I think,’’ continued Mr. Judson, ‘‘that 
the application ofthe reformed election sys- 
tem to school elections will meet with univer- 
sa! approval. Indeed I think its adoption 
Will prove more beneficial there than in any 
Other elections.’’

GOT YOU ON THE LIST. 


JUBY COMMISSIONER CARLISLE HAS 35,000 
NAMES REGISTERED. 


He Will Hear no Requests for Excuses From 
Jury Service Until Next September, and 
Then They Will Have to Be Good Rea- 
sous in the Eyes of the Law, for the Duty 
Must Be Done—The Chosen Six Hundred. 


UST thirty-fiVe thousand 
citizens of St. Louis have 
been listed by Commis- 
sioner James L. Carlisle for 
jury service in the State 
Courts during the coming 
two years. To-day the re- 
canvass of the jury census 
was completed, and by the 
end of the month the jury registers will be 
written up. The characters of many St. Lou- 
isans have been quietly discussed during the 


past month in the Jury Commissioner’s 
office. On the face of it it seems a 
hard statement to make, but of nearly 


80,000 citizens reported by the census takers 
only 35,000 have been given place in the regis- 
ters. Bad moral character was not the cause 
of rejection in the 45,000 cases in which names 
were discarded, however. The patriotic 
Deputy Jury Commissioner, who has super- 
vised the work of revision, charitably ex- 
plains this. Under the law, said Mr. Mo- 
Garry to-day, a jury census is taken every 
two years. A large force is employed to do 
this work, as bv saving time the liability of 
making mistakes is decreased. The employ- 
ment is only temporary and but poorly paid 
for, andthe best efforts of the men cannot 


consequently be expected, with any 
reason. Notwithstanding the instruc- 
tions given, some men are selected 


each time, who do not exert themselves in- 
dustriously in making inquiries as to the 
qualification of the jurors, and asa result we 
get duplicate and triplicate reports in some 
instances. The names are alphabetically ar- 


ranged on small slips, on which occupation 
and residence are givento establish identity 
more clearly. After duplicates and triplicates 
are reported we take up the list and go over 
the names carefully witha view of excluding 
the names of all 
IMPROPER PERSONS, 

— eey proprietors of low places, etc. 

ome few names of persons not fit to sit in the 
courts may slip through. It would uadoubt- 
edly be unpleasant to be called upon to explain 
to these citizens whythey are not entrusted 
with the responsibie duties of passing upon 
issues involving the life, liberty or property of 
their fellow citizens as jurors in the courts, 
A wise provision ofthe jury law obviates this 
difficulty. We reject the names of persons 
whose associations are knownto be low and 
criminal, and who would be most liable to 
prove dishonest if the important issues so 
often left in the juror’s charge were confided 
to them for adjudication. After weeding out 
these names we have three registers contain- 
ing 11,000 names each ail filled, and we have 
not yet quite completed the listing.’’ 

It is useless for the 35,000 unlucky citizens 
who have been selected to attempt to secure 
excuses from service now. The Circuit Court 
in general session has made an orderon the 
Jury Commissioner instructing him to open 
his office from a. m. to 12 m., aud from3 p. 
m. to 5 p. m. from the first Monday in Sep- 
tember until September 20. 

Between these days all persons over 65 years 
of age or under 21 years of age, and all persons 
having good excuses to offer why they should 
not serve as jurors will- on presenting these 
be excused from service. 

During the two years intervening between 
each census the courts set about eighty 
weeks and require about 26,000 jurors. 
When once put in jthe wheel a name 
is considered eligible for a panel unless ex- 
cused by the court. If the excuse is only tem- 
porary the juror must return for service at 
some subsequent term. 

No changes will be made in the Grand jury 
list at present. Two years ago the 
Circuit Judges selected 600 citizens whose 
names were piacedin the wheel for Grand- 
jury service. As the names ot all not serving 
are returned to the wheel only seventy-two 
citizens are utilized during the year for this 
responsibie duty. Service only excuses the 
citizen for the year in which he does duty. 
After that he is eligible for duty again.

Mayor Noonan yesterday evening vetoed the 
ordinance authorizing the sale of the 200 shares 
of St. Louis Gas Co.’s stock at no less than 
$875 ashare. Mayor Noonan said: ‘‘I recom- 


mended the pussage of that ordinance and 
spoke of the matter in my message tothe 
Municipal Assembly. At that time I wae 
of the opinion that the stock was use- 
less in the hands of the city and might 
as well be sold. Since then I have obtained 
more lightonthe subject and do not think 
the city should dispose of its power to in- 
vestigate the affairs of the company. There 
has been avery strong effort made to get the 
city’s stock, andlam informed that it is the 
gas company who wants itso bad. I will sign 
any ordinance disposing of all but one share, 
but I will not sign one disposing of it all.“ 

It is stated Dy one in a position to know, 
thatthe price of $875a share was offered be 
fore the the ordinance was introduced, anda 
partial agreement madeto buy the stock if 
the ordinance was passed. 

The Council took no action on the Mayor’s 
veto last night and laid the matter over one 
meeting. 


Paying Off Laborers. 


The passage of the appropriation bill bas re- 
lieved the minds of a great many men in the 
emply of the city, a large proportion of them 
being laborers in the Street Department. 


About 300 of them have been behind on their 
pay and a large number of higher grade labor- 
ers on the Water-works extension have been 
compelled to wait, 

Half of the Sprinkling Inspectors were left 
in the lurch for the time being but matters 
in that department were 60 arranged 
that none would suffer seriously. As soon as 
the pay rolls can made up and put 
through the regular courses toward the treas- 
ury the men will be paid. 


Contesting a Will. 


CINCINNATI, O., July 24.—Suit has been 
brought to set aside the will of William Glenn, 
one of the wealthiest merchants of Cincin- 
nati, who died recently. The suit is brougnt 


by the widow of a son of Mr. Glenn, who died 
ten years before the death of the testator, but 
itis in the interest ofthe widow'sson.

THE CITY’S REVENUE INCREASING, 


Collector Ziegenhein. Enforces a Rule land 
Surprises Some Merchants. 

Since Collector Ziegenhein has taken charge 

of the office, April 22, half the dramshop 


licenses in the city have been paid up, 
and up to date $450,000 has been agol- 
lected. A number of merchants and man- 


ufacturers have been treated to a surprise of 
late on paying their licenses. The law re- 
quires every merchant and manufacturer 


when taking out or renewing a license to 
make affidavitto the amount of sales each 
year, the amount of stock and value and the 
value of tools and machinery, horses, wagons 
and appliances. He is assessed $1 per $1,000 
for all sales, for the city tax, 20 cents per $100 
worth of stock, 84% cents per $100 worth of 
stock for school tax and 2 mills per $100 worth 
forthe State tax. Heretofore it seems, the 
merchants and manufacturers have notsigned 
the affidavit but merely made the statement. 
A large manufacturer took out a license the 
other day and when asked to sign the affidavit 
took the pen and merely made a 
scratch. He was made to sign his 
name. A deputy collector was then sent 
down to the store and having the 
authority to examine the books of the concern 
found the firm’s business to be four times the 
amount given. It was taxed accordingly. Col- 
lector Ziegenhein said yesterday he was de- 
termined to increase the city’s revenue, and 
did not wantto makeany enemies in doing 
bis duty, but intended to have every affidavit 
signed and sworn to. The receipts under this 
rule have already shown an increase.

Gne statement ofthe facts incident 
to the assault was made by Mr. Heling. a 
teamster, living at 2129 De Soto street. He 
said: ‘‘On last Monday evening, between the 
hours of 7 and 8 o’cilock, I was on the 
corner of Florissant and De Soto avenues. 
Mr. Baumstarck was in a new house on 
Florissant, between De Soto and Linden, at 
that time. It seems that for some time past a 
number of boys in that neighborhood have 
been in the habit of entering the house during 
the evening and when they had finished their 
play they would destroy and carry off 
much valuable material. Mr. Baumstarek 
and Mr. Wipfier were the contractors for 
the house and as such the former made up 
his mind to put a stop to such depredations. 
On the evening mentioned he found about 
twenty boys inthe house. He entered at the 
front door and they ran out at the back, re- 
appearing in the front of the house as soon as 


zaumstarck was in the rear: The latter con- 
tinued the chase for some time, when at last 
his patience exbausted by the prevocation 
and annoyance to which be was subjected 
he drew his revolver from his pocket and 
fired one shot in the air for the purpose of 
frightening his tormentors. He then came to 
the front of the building. Inafew minutes 
Officer Camp appeared and eteping up to 
Baumstarck inguired if he had fired the shot.

Sullivan Receives His Stake Money—He 
Also Gets the “Dog Collar“ and Tells 
What He Will Do With It—Anxious to 
Fight Smith—Base Ball, Racing and 
Other Sporting Matters. *

whose career had been chiefly renowned for 
the manipulation of the restless keno sphere, 
the recalcitrant hazard dice andthe ambula 
tory roulette pellet, rather than for the high - 
est honors ofthe turf. McLaughiin bas not 
been happy in his Chicago relations. There 
was a greasy scum in the asmosphere, 
and the din of the slaughter- house, 
with the heart-rending squeals of pro- 
test sent up incessantly by unhappy 
porkers whose too brief span of life had been 
untimely snuffed, was not altogether agreea- 
ble to Eastern ears. The champion jockey 
might perhaps have endured the smells, the 
sights andthe sounds of the crude, coarse 
metropolis of Illinois if the methods of the 
Chicago Stable had been altogether seemly 
and commendable. But he found that his 
convictions of what was decent, fair and 
proper in racing did not always agree with 
those of the trainer ofthe stable. He longed 
for the East, und so dissatisfied did he become 
with some of the methods and practices of the 
firm which he served that he asked for a dis- 
solution of the contract. By the terms of that 
paper the sum of $6,000 would be due him on 
July 15. He was told that he had not observed 
the provisions ofthe contract, and that he 
could not get the $6,000. He askedin what 
way he had violated its provisions. The re- 
ply was that he hud pledged himself to ride at 
115 pounds, and had not reducea to that 
weight. McLaughlin calmly rejoined that he 
was not required by the contract to get 
down to that weight, and suggested that 
the language of the document be scanned 
carefully. His employers found upon a care- 
ful reading of the provisions that they had 
bound themselves not to require McLaughlin 
to ride below 115 pounds, but that he had not 
pledged himseif to reduce to that weight. The 
contract had been drawn up by A. H. Hum- 
mel, McLaughlin’s legal adviser, and when 
Mr. Hummel draws up acontract for a jockey, 
an actor, or anyone else his client is sure to 
get the best of it. There it was in conclusive 
English. The Chicago stables had sigued an 
agreement not to require the fam- 
ous jockey to ride below 115 pounds, 
while he had not hampered himself 


by any obligation to ‘‘waste’’ down to that 
weight. The result was that a compromise 
was made. The Chicago Stable paid Me- 
Laughiin $5,000 in settlement of what was due 
him and released him. He has not yet signed 
anew contract with any stable, butit is now 
probable that he will ride for J. B. Haggin for 
the rest of 1889 and will act as trainer for 
Pierre Lorillard in 1890, when his increasing 
weight will compel him to leave the saddle 
for the management of a great stable.

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THE BRIGANDS IN CUBA 


A RESIDENT OF THE ISLAND TELLS HOW 
THEY WERE PUT DOWN. 


Robbers Who Held Their Prisoners for Ran- 
som Were Garroted and That Broke Up 
the Bands—A Cuban Talks of Annexation 
—Ihis Year’s Tobacco Crop—How to 
Guard Against Yellow Fever in Havana. 


HERE is a gentle- 
man at the South- 
ern who is a resi- 
dent of Havana‘ 
Cuba, but he is now 
making a trip 
through the United 
States. He was 
asked for some in- 
formation concern- 
ing the island and 
he expressed his 
willingness to talk, 
provided his name 
was not printed. 
„What has interested us most, he said, is 
the recent breaking up of the bands of brig- 
ands who have been giving the people in the 
country so much trouble. For several 
years highway robbery has been common in 
all the country districts, but of late the brgi- 
ands have been bolder and more daring. For 
a year or two they have been practicing the 
ransom system like the highwaymen of old, 
capturing wealthy farmers and holding them 
until a sum of money was paid; or, if they 
could not catch the farmer, they would steal 
his children and hold them for a ransom. 
Generally the ransom was paid and the 
hostage released, but in a number of in- 
stances the money could not be paid or else 
the friends refused, thinking the robbers 
would release their prisoner when they 
found they would make no money 
by keeping him, and inevery such case the 
prisoner was murdered. They killed a num- 
ber of people, and grew so bold that the Gov- 
ernment found that something must be done 
to break up the organized band. Armed men 
were sent out after them and they succeeded 
in capturing three of them. They were 
promptly garroted, and since then there has 
not been a murder orarobbcry. The coantry 
is just as safe now asthe City of Havana, and 
the people of the country are rejoicing.’’ 
THE HAYTIEN WAR. 

‘*Do you hear much in Cuba of the war in 
Hayti?’’ 

No. Not as much, probably, as vou do 
here. It does not affect us in any way and we 
pay no attention to it. We have no positive 
information concerning the condition of af- 
fairs there and some ot the people think that 
Legitime has fled, while others believe that 
Hippolyte has been defeated. The Spanish 
Government ordered two men-of-war from 
Havana and one, [ think, from Porto Rica, to 
Hayti a few days ago, just before | left, to pro- 
tect the Spanish interests there, but in what 
way or for what special purpose 1 do not 
know. As we understand it in Cuba, the 
me ty Government will not give support to 
eitherofthem. The people of Cuba have been 
talking a good deal of what Mr. Blaine said 
about buying the island. The Span- 
leh Government says it will not 
sell Cuba and many of the people 
of the island are glad it will not, but about an 
equal number would like to have the States 
buy Cuba. The people are about equally di- 
vided onthe subject, so it would be hard to 
say on which side the majority is. Of course 
the commercial relations of Cubaare closer 
with the United Statesthan with any other 
mean y 7 and the feeling of all the people to- 
ward the States is friendly. We receive most 
of our goods from this country, and we sbi 
our fruits and tobacco here in larger quant 
ties than to any other country. 

THE TOBACCO CROP. 

By the way, we thought we would not 
have much tobacco for youthis season, but 
when I left Havana, about two weeks ago, the 
prospects were much better. The first cut 
this year was not so as we had hoped. 
It burned to block instead of char, but the 
second cut looks better. There are 


a good many light colors and 
the tobacco we call remedios, of which 


‘we ship more than any other to the States, is 


looking much better. However, you can’t cell 
much about tobacco. It may change ina day 
and for that reason the prospects cut but a 
small figure. We haven't scared you much 
with yellow fever this year, have we? No. 
Well, we naven't had much of it ourselves. 
There is less than there usually is in the sum- 
mer, We * very little attention to it
